One handler will be able to ,put 


greater proportion of the milk he 
buys from the farmer into the fluid 
milk market than another handler Al 
one season of the year, a greater pro- 
portion of the area's total production 
will be sold as fluid milk than at an- 
other season. 


Consequently, farmers and handlers 


alike tend to be at the mercy of un- 
predictable and often inequitable price 
.shifts. What the milk marketing act 
does, m effect, is permit them to get to- 
gether with the secretary of agricul- 
ture, work out basic prices for both 
fluid and processed milk, and then 
guaantce that ;,11 producers in that 
area will get those prices. In sub- 
stance, each farmer gets his fair share 
of the fluid milk market and carries 
his fair share of he surplus prob- 
lem. 


Thus, the farmer benefits through 


a fixed minimum price. The handler 
benefits through a stable market in 
which free competition for milk has 
been eliminated. 


What About the Consumer? 


But Ihose two things—fixed min- 


imum prices and the elimination of 
competition—were percisely the goal 
which the Chicago people were slriv 
ing for and which the''anti-trust" di" 
vision look them into court for. Say 
the anti-trust division, in brief: 


"Fixing things for the producer am 


the distributor is all very well—bu 
how about the consumer? Who pro 
tecls him? The tendency of thesi 
agreements is to raise the retail price 
Consumer prices in Chicago fell abou 
two cents a quarl after we started ou 
action there." 


Broadly speaking, 
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there are two 


ways to try to restore prosperity to 
an industry—by maintaining a stable 
relatively high price level, or by driv- 
ing prices down and looking for im- 
provement through increased demand 


The New Deal is trying both ways

In Nation's Banks- 
Deposits Increase-

SAVINGS NOT SPENT 


Borrowing by Federal 


, Government Causes 


Rise of Deposits 


^Baiiks are choked up with money. 
Deposits are almost as great as dur- 
ing the 
prosperous '20's. Why, ' 


then the depression? Noted auth- 
or-economist John T. Flynn points 
out the reason in this second of six 
articles on ways to revive invest- 
ment acticfty, written for NBA 
Service. 


By JOHN T. FLYNN 


(Written for NBA Service) 


•If investment stops, savings tend to 


pile up. Thus, to the extent that we 
save, we sterilize a large portion of the 
national money income. 


The period from 1923 to 1930 was the 


most prosperous in our history. Be- 
tween 1923 and 1930 our bank deposits 
grew from 39 billion lo 54 billion—a 
growth of 15 billion dollars. - 
jjpw .from. 1933,to 1938^-a.period' of 
severe depression—our bank' "deposit's 
grew from 37 billon to 52 billion. That 
was aii increase of 15 billion. 


In other words, in this period of de- 


pression we have increased our bank 
reposits by 15 billions or as much as 
the increase in the great prosperity 
of the 'Iwenties. 


But not a nickel of these vast savings 


has found its way into industry or 
trade for any purpose. 


This mere statement is sufficient to 


alarm the serious student of economic 
affairs. 


Billions Idle in Bank Vaults 


Between 1923 and 1930, when deposits 


were increasing, bank loans were in- 
creasing. They kept pace with the 
deposits. The money was being loaned 
out and spent on building construc- 
tion, railroad and industrial expan- 
sion. And as fast as it was invested 
and spent on construction, the money 
came into the hands of workers and 
others to be spent in stores, etc. 


But between 1933 and 1938 bank loans 


have not only not increased but have 
actually decreased. 


The billions in deposits remain ste- 


rile. And they remain sterile because 
they are not invested. And they will 
continue to be slerile unlil they are 
invested. 


Government Borrowing In- 


creases Deposits 


Where did these billions come from? 


If we had an increase of 15 billions in 
deposits between 1933 and 1938, how 
was all Ihis money produced? 


That is a well-known phenomenon. 


Whenever a bank makes a loan it ere-

With the coming of the warm weath- 


er, infantile paralysis again becomes 
a menace. This disease usually comes 
on in the sumer season and disappears 
With cold weiither. Recently an epi- 
demic appeared in Charleston, S. C. 
It is not yet known whether or not this 
is a nearly indication of an epidemic 
year. 


It is generally recognized that infan- 


tile paralysis is caused by n virus 
which is an infectious agent smaller 
than any of the germs We know and 
which we cnn see under the micro- 
scope. Only the largest viruses are 
visible under very powerful micro- 
scopes and can be seen by special types 
of lighting. 


'Methods have also been developed 


for growing viruses. Viruses have been 
developed for certain diseases so that 
it is possible to reproduce these dis- 
eases in animals. 


Thus it is possible to transmit ihfmi- 


tile paralysis lo the monkey; nowadays 
mps tof the studies o nthe prevention 
of infantile paralysis are being made 
on monkeys. Investigators in the Rock- 
efeller Institute found that viruses of 
infantile paralysis will grow on brain 
tissue. 
, 


It has also been found that when 


monkeys are injected with live virus 
of infantile paralysis, they develop 
within their blood some protection 
against this disease. However, these 
animals will develop this 
enough Pf the virus is introduced into 
the nose. These investigations indicate 
that the only way to develop effective 
resistance against infantile paralysis is 
to have an attack of Die disease which 
involves action of the lire virus on the 
brain or nervous tissues. 


The presence of a certain amount of 


'material in the blood of the character 
of that which resists infantile paralysis 
is apparently npt sufficient to protect 
against the disease. Scientists every- 


from children who have had this dis- 
ense or from adults who have some of 
tho protecting substance may be in- 
jected into children nnd that by this 
.way they will bo protected against in- 
f;:mtile paralysis. 


Unfortunately not one or f.iese meth- 


ods seems as yet to be established as 
certainHo: prevent the disease 'in any 
considerable number of cases, .for- 
tunately* considerable funds are now 
available to encourage research on the 
prevention of infantile paralysis and 
on methods of diasgnoeing the disease 
lit the very earliest moment. 


It seems reasonable to believe that 


implication of such research under 
modern conditions will lead eventually 
lo some specific method of control.'

he suit, instigated by Governor Carl 
E. Bailey, is expected July 3. 


Arnett, Paris attorney, told the court 


it would be difficult for proponents of 
the referendum to prepare a brief 
within a week. Opponents of the re- 
ferral have challenged validity of ref- 
endum ballot title and raised the con- 
tention that the legislature adopted an 
emergency clause, putting the act into 
effect 
before the referral petitions 


were filed. 


Associate Justice T. H. Humphreys, 


who last week protested vigorously the 
court's action in setting the submission 
date for June 26, again dissented to the 
order denying Arnett's motion. 


The tribunal put its stamp of ap- 


proval upon a project whereby Helena 
and West Helena will build and oper- 
ate a joint municipal air port. 


Voters of the citie sapproved in April 


a plan whereby the cities will float a 
520.500 bond issue to finance the pro- 
ject. 


Will Ragsdale, a taxpayer, unsuccess- 


fully sought an injunction against the 
plan in Phillips chancery court, con- 
tending the plan was unconstitutional. 


The supreme court, tossing out Rags- 


dale's arguments, said amendment No. 
13 to the constitution authorized cities 
to purchase, develop and improve pub- 
lic parks and flying fields, and the fact 
that two cities decided to act jointly 
in such a project did not violate the 
constitution. 


The court affirmed a Clark county 


damage suit verdict but ordered it re- 
duced from ?12,500 to $1000. ' 


The judgment was given in circuit 


court to Sam Watson of Little Rock 
against his employer, the Standard, 
Coffee company, for injuries received 
by Watson when a company truck 
overturned in Grant county. Justices 
Humphreys, T. M. Mehaffey and Basil 
Baker dissented.

CINCINNATI.-The second year jinx,
